Pursuant to Title 7 Delaware Code §7208, the Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control 

will conduct a public hearing on the evening of Thursday, June 12, 2014 commencing at 6:00 PM, at the 

New Castle Elementary School auditorium at 903 Delaware St., City of New Castle, Delaware.   

 

The purpose of the hearing is to solicit views of interested parties in regards to the Subaqueous Lands Permit 

Application filed by the City of New Castle to construct a 6  by 160 foot pier (including a 12 foot by 16 foot 

platform); a 10 by 100 foot dock with a 5 by 5 foot landing and a 175 square foot ramp and floating dock; 4 

mooring dolphins; 2 free standing pilings; and two 3 by 100 foot wave attenuators in the Delaware River at 

the end of Delaware Street, City of New Castle, New Castle County, DE.  The proposed structure does not 

include day slips or other structures used for mooring personal water craft.
